Wounded nine times during his 
military career, 
General 
de Wiart 
has become a human Verdun. He is 
pretty badly chipped but the citadel 
still holds. 
The General’s latest wound was a 
shrapnel blow which took a chunk 
out of one ear. 
Medical treatment 
in the field staunched 
the flow 
of 
blood, his head was bandaged and 
he remained in the field. 
The 
habit 
of getting wounded 
seized 
General 
de W iart 
in 
the 
South African War. 
He 
was hit 
twice during that campaign. 
It was in Samoliland that he re­ 
ceived his next wound. 
This time 
he lost an eye but continued to serve 
as Captain in the Army. 
Commanding a force in Flanders 
in the early days of the Great War, 
the General had his 
left arm shot 
off. 
That laid him up for a while 
but he came back and was wounded 
next as commander of a Gloucester­ 
shire corps at La Boiselle. 
Then there followed 
three more 
. woundings 
occurring 
at 
various 


points on the Western front. 
1 
General de Wiart 
is 
a Belgian 
brother of the Belgian foreign min 
ister. 
But he was educated at an 
English college and has been in the 
British Army for many years. 
His 
friends say he is a calm, quiet man, 
of cheerful disposition but not apt 
to laugh over a near-joke. 
For his 
con&uct in the Samoliland campaign 
he was made a member of the Dis­ 
tinguished 
Service Order, 
He re­ 
ceived the Victoria Cross in the pre­ 
sent war. 
Here is what the official account 
said when he was 
awarded the V. 
C.: 
‘It was owing in a great measure 
to his dauntless courage and inspir­ 
ing example that a serious reverse 
was averted. 
After 
three 
other 
battalion 
commanders had become 
casualties, he controlled their com­ 
mands and ensured that the ground 
won was maintained at all 
costs. 
He 
passed 
unflinchingly 
through 
barrage fire of the most intense na­ 
ture.”

Wo Matter What Just Claim Man 


Has For Exemption, He Must 


Register on June 5 


'The United States- war department 


at Washington has se'nt out a state- 
ment, to be published today; empha- 
sizing, the main points about the con- 
scription law and showing the diff- 
erence between registration and ac- 
tual dr*ft. This . difference is em- 
phasized because one may have been 
prone to 'contuse it. The state is 
headed, "Seven Points About Regis- 
tration," and is as follows:
